Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  present  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  the  year  1949. 

The  vital  statistics  are  quite  satisfactory  with  the 
exception  that  for  the  first  time  for  some  years  there  is  a 
death  reported  from  puerperal  causes. 

The  birth  rate  is  up  and  the  infantile  death  rate  is 
down  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Of  course,  the 
numbers  are  so  small  that  a single  birth  or  infantile  death 
can  make  quite  an  appreciable  difference  in  the  rate. 

There  has  been  no  occasion  during  the  year  to  make 
use  of  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Again  I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  members 
of  the  Council  and  my  colleagues  for  their  help  and  support 
in  carrying  out  my  duties.

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HOUSING  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


As  reported  in  1948,  while  the  housing  position  is  not 
by  any  means  satisfactory  in  itself,  it  is  in  comparison  with 
many  areas  very  good.  During  the  year  50  houses  have 
been  erected  by  the  Council  and  9 by  private  enterprise. 
In  addition,  an  old  lodging  house  (a  frequent  source  of 
complaint  in  the  past)  has  been  converted  into  6 flats. 

This  programme  is  a very  creditable  achievement  of  an 
area  of  7,400  inhabitants. 

In  1950  it  is  hoped  that  the  proposed  bungalows  for 
elderly  people  will  be  completed.  In  addition  to  providing 
suitable  accommodation  for  the  elderly  people  it  is  hoped 
that  some  two  or  three  bedroom  type  houses  will  be  thus 
available  for  occupation  by  married  couples  with  families. 

The  district  is  fortunate  in  having  a diversity  of 
industries  mostly  of  the  lighter  type  of  steel  products.  In 
fact  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  such  a diversity  of  indus- 
tries in  any  other  place  of  its  size. 

In  addition,  it  is  hoped  that  by  1950  a large  biscuit 
factory  will  have  started  production. 

It  has  been  mentioned  before  that  Dronfield  is  also  a 
“ dormitory  township  ” for  Sheffield. 

With  this  diversity  of  industry  and  interests  the  Urban 
Area  can  look  forward  with  some  degree  of  confidence  to  a 
successful  and  prosperous  future. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

This  has  been  a very  good  year;  only  8 cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  and  35  cases  of  measles  of  the 
common  infectious  diseases.  One  case  of  pneumonia  and 
one  case  of  erysipelas  were  notified.  No  deaths  were 
recorded. 

It  is  also  a matter  of  satisfaction  that  there  was  only 
one  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.

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POOLSBROOK  TREATMENT  CENTRE. 


The  numbers  treated  at  the  Centre  again  show  a 
decrease;  128  compared  with  243  in  1948,  though  there  is 
an  increase  in  the  numbers  treated  for  head  infestation. 

The  Supervisor  of  the  Centre  reports  on  head  infesta- 
tion as  follows  : — 

“ Now  that  the  public  has  had  ample  opportunity  to  use 
such  preparations  as  D.D.T.  for  the  eradication  of  head 
vermin  its  efficacy,  from  a public  health  standpoint,  may  be 
now  more  readily  assessed.  Although  we  are  not  seeing 
the  high  number  of  cases  of  verminous  heads  as  hitherto  i 
am  struck  by  the  reduced  louse  infestation,  generally,  when 
nits  are  found.  Quite  often  a child  may  have  a good  nit 
infestation,  but  few  lice.  This  is  against  previous  experi- 
ence as  it  has  been  shown  there  is  a definite  and  positive 
relationship  between  the  heaviness  of  the  nit  infestation  and 
the  numbers  of  lice  found. 

“ It  does  seem  to  me  that  D.D.T.  is  extensively  and 
wastefully  used  to  destroy  the  vermin,  as  often  I am  told 
of  mothers  using  some  preparation  one  or  more  times 
weekly ; most  of  these  cases  have  no  steel  tooth  comb. 

Thus  we  have  the  spectacle  of  old  nits  being  prevalent,  some 
laid  many  months  ago,  yet  a small  louse  population.  Too 
many  mothers  struggle  unnecessarily  with  either  a bone 
comb  or  a much  worn-out  steel  comb.”

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  local  authority 
completed  49  houses  for  letting,  over  the  same  period  50 
families  were  re-housed  in  council  houses,  but  the  waiting 
list  is  still  formidably  large. 

House  Exchange.  The  policy  of  helping  tenants  in 
this  respect  has  resulted  in  11  exchanges  taking  place  over 
the  year. 

Private  enterprise  building  resulted  in  the  erection  of 
9 houses  and  the  conversion  of  a block  of  existing  property 
into  6 flats. 

One  dwelling  was  condemned  under  section  1 1 of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936. 

One  part  dwelling  was  closed  under  section  12  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936. 

Six  premises  previously  condemned  were  demolished 
and  the  sites  cleared. 

The  repair  of  existing  property  to  keep  it  in  a reason- 
ably fit  state  of  habitation  is  not  being  carried  forward  as  I 
should  wish ; when  one  considers  the  cost  of  present  day 
repairs  and  the  rents,  the  reason  becomes  obvious.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  DISPOSAL  AND  SALVAGE. 

The  Dennis  10  cube  yard  refuse  collection  vehicle 
bought  new  in  June,  1946,  is  standing  up  to  the  work  very 
well  and  maintenance  costs  have  been  reasonable. 

Another  64  new  houses  and  flats  and  27  new  bins  as  a 
result  of  midden  conversion  give  a final  total  of  91  extra 
bins  to  empty  each  week  over  and  above  the  1948  collection. 

On  May  2nd,  1949,  the  first  load  of  household  refuse 
was  tipi)ed  on  the  new  tip  in  Wreakes  Lane,  the  old  tip  at 
Half  Acre  Lane  has  been  sealed  off  and  seeded  down  as 
required  by  agreement  with  the  agent  of  the  land. 

Salvage  has  been  a disappointment  this  year  mainly 
due  to  a restricted  market  and  very  much  reduced  prices.

MILK  SAMPLING.

With  regard  to  the  milk  sample  which  showed  evidence 
of  Tubercle  Bacilli,  this  was  reported  for  veterinary  inves- 
tigation with  a result  that  the  cow  affected  was  removed 
from  the  herd  and  slaughtered. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (MILK  AND  DAIRIES)  ACT, 

1944. 

On  the  1st  October,  1949,  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk 
and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations, 
1949,  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and 
Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  the  Milk  (Special 
Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  came  into 
operation  with  the  result  that  all  stages  of  milk  production 
at  the  farms  passed  from  the  control  of  the  local  authority 
to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

The  local  authority  so  far  as  it  affects  this  authority  is 
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now  responsible  lor  the  control  of  milk  on  the  distribution 
side  only. 

Whether  these  new  arrangements  will  lead  to  any 
improvement  on  the  production  side  is  a matter  of  opinion ; 
it  will  certainly  give  the  farmer  another  lot  of  visitors  (who 
in  most  cases  are  complete  strangers)  to  cope  with. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933.
